County Councils Act.

“pease,” “sherry” from ~ “sherris,” 
“cherry” from “cheris.” But it seems 
almpler to explain “row” as short for 
“row-dedlow,” an excelient worl for 
noise.

But people hare abstained from eat.

of Thebes, as Herodotus tells us, ab- 
stained from sheep. WWhatts the mat- ' 
ter with mutton chops? Then, the an- | 
cients used to abstain from certain 
vegetables. Indeed, the Romans snecr- 
ed at those Egyptians who did not dare 
tile, and yet 


to eat onlons, leeks or 
the Romans themselves were superati- 
tlous about what they ate or what they 
should arold eating. 5 

In bis “Roman Questions” Plutarch 


asks, “Why do the Latins abstain | 


strictly from the flesh of the woodpock- 
er?’ In order to answer Plutarch's 
question correctly it {s necessary to 
have some iden of the peculiar custom 
and belief called “totemism.” There is 
a stage of society in which people claim 
descent from and kinship with beasts, 
birds, vegetables snd other objects. 
This object, which Ss a “totem,” or 
family mark, they religiously abstaln 
from eating. The members of the tribe 
are ditided Into clans or stocks, each 
of which takes the name of spme anl- 
.mal, plant or object, as the bear, the 
buffalo, the woodpecker, tho asparagus, 
and so forth, No member of the bear 
family would dare to eat-bear meat, 
but he has no objection to eating buf- 
falo steak, Even the marriage law Is 
based on this belief, and no man whose 
family name Is Wolf may marry a wo- 
man whoee family name Is also Wolf. 

In a general way it may be sald that 
almost all our food prolibitiors spring 
from the extraordinary custom gen- 
erally called totemism. Mr. Swan, who 
Was o missionary for many years in 
the Kongo Free State, thus describes 
the custom: If I were to ask the Yeko 
people why they do not eat rebra Sesh, 
they would reply, “Chijila”—t. e., “It is 
a thing to which we have an antipa- 
thy," or, better, “It 1s one of the things 
which our fathers taught us not to eat.” 
So {t scems the worl “basbilnng’ 
means “the people who have on an- 
tipathy to the rd;” the “basha- 
lamba,” “those who hare an antipathy 
to the dog.” and the “bash!lanlanzefu,” 
“those who have an antipathy to the 
elephant.” In other wonls, the mem- 
bers of these stocks refuse to ext thelr 
totems, the zebra, the leopard and the 
elephant, from which they take thelr 
names. 

‘The survival of antipathy to certain 
foods was found among people as 
highly civilized as the Egyptians, the 
Greeks and the Romanus, Quite a list 
of animals whose flesh was forbiddcn 
might be drawn up. For example, io 
old Egypt the sheep could not be eaten 
in Thebes, nor the goat in Mendes, nor 
the cat in Bubastts, nor the crocodile 
at Ombos, nor the rat, which was sa- 
cred to Ra, the sun god. However, the 
People of one place bad no scruples 
about eating the forbidden -food of an- 
other place, and this often led to re- 
igious disputes and bad biocod. 

Among the vegetables taboocd as 
food by the Egyptians may be men- 
tloned the onlon, the garile and the 
leck. Lucian says that the inhabitants 
of Pelusium adored the onion. Accord- 
ing to Pliny, the Egyptians used to 
awear by the leek and the onion. Juve 
bal pokes fun at those who thought it 
asin to eatthem. He exclaims, “Surely 
& very religious nation and « blessed 
Deace whero every garden {§ overrun 
with gods!". i 

The survivals of totemism among the 
ancient Greeks are very-stotereating. 
Families famed’ after animals and 
plants were not uncommon. One Athe- 
nlan genus, the Toxldae,-had for its 
Ancestral plant. the’ asparagus. We 
may be sure that this plant was ta booed 
88 food to every man, woman ani} child 
Of the Ioxidae.- ‘ >

lerr d.tfticuity In disposing of their 
apples at. good prices In bandifng 
them op the co-operative plan. They 
find that buyers come to them to 
purchase ther fruit juatead of bav- 
ing to look for buyers to take jt off 
their hands, Buyers are actually ane 
x.ous to bay thelr fruit from thom 
because of being able to get consider- 
able quantitics of different varlee 
tics In ons place, and getting a very 
much better aniform packing wheo 
the apples are all put up by the same 
set of yackera in a central packing 
house., The .policy pursucd by the 
co-operative ansociatlona in tho 
Went, as explained by Me. Shorring- 
ton, was for cach individual frult 
grower to pack his own frult, put It 
iu barrols, head up the barrels with- 
out nailing, and draw them toa cen- 
tial packing house that would nat be 
more than 10 miles away from the 
farthest grower and the one set of 
packers at the packing house would 
put up each man‘p-fruit in first and 
ectond qualities, and would give cach 
fruit grower credit for the particular 
number of barrels of firsts and sec. 
ond» that hia appics turned out, and 
when the appica wero sold the fruit 
grower. woud get his proportionate 
part of the price that each particular 
variety brought after Ucducting the 
munimum_amount of expenses incurs 
red. in~handiing fruit in that way; 
the culls that would be taken from 
the, fruit sent In by cach grower 
would be either handled by an eva- 
porator belonging to the association, 
or. sold to nome convenient evapora. 
tor. The fruit growers In the West, 
who havo gone into thls _co-opera- 
tive way of handiing apples, con.

Mr. Carey's remarks wero Jargely 
on the subject of spraying and trans.

Getting a Mexican Pateat. 

To procure a patent In Mexico the 
party making application, unless pres- 
ent In person, must furnish his repre- 
sentative with a letter of authority— 
carta de poder In Spanish—slgned by 
himself or herself in the presence of 
two witnesses.. Ordinarily legalization 
by & Mexican consul Is not required. 
Tt must be borne In mind that one car- 
ta de poder will not answer for several 
applications, as each application for 
elther patent or trademark mast be ac- 
companied by a separate carta de 
poder. This must be accompanied by 
& full and complete description and 
claims of and for the Invention. If 
they are sent In Spanish ready for filng 
they must’ be-in triplicate ou clear 
white paper 330 by 215 millimeters, ap- 
proximately 13 by 18% English Inches, 
written. with typewriter’.on one side 
only of the paper, leaying on cach sheet 
a left hand margin of one-fourth the 
width of the paper. Of course If they 
Bre not sent in Spanish the local repre- 
sentative attends {to all the details, 
which Is far the better way. THe 
should be furnished with full names, 
profession, citizenship and resident of 
applicant.

SEGYPTIAN CIVIL 
Its, Origin One of the Unsolved Enig- 

Zz “mas of the World,» _ 

The origin of Egyptian clvilizatiow: 
has been the enigma of the world for 
the past twenty-five centuries. Pre- 
seuting ‘no historic or even mythic In- 
fancy, It appears before the work! at 
once as a highly civil and organic 
community centuries before Moses was 
a boy.

‘Would not an explanation at least feas!-' 
ble be found in the h¥fpothesis that it 
received its civilization from some 
source no longer existing?“ Mens, the 
first historic figure in its long line of 
dynasties, the outlines of whose: per 
sonality joom up wareringly indefinite 
but grandly impressive against the deep 
mythi@ Gackground' of prehistoric story 
at Ieast 4500 B. C., conceived and ¢x- 
ecuted enterprises extorting the warm- 
est admiration from the best engincers 
of the twenticth century. Did he not 
alter the course of the Nile by rast 
embankments to gain stable founda- 
tlons other than in shifting sands for 
his sacred city of Memphis and con- 
struct the artificial lake of Moeris, 450 
miles in circumfcrenuce and 350 feet 
deep, as a reservoir for the waters of 
the Nile? 

Look, too, at the colossal achleve- 
ments of his successors in architecture, 
sculpture, engineering, astronomical, 

tical, medical, social and military 

nee, to say sothing of navigation 
and theology. Witness the rulns of 
the Labyrinth recorded by Herodotus, 
which bad 3,000 chambers, half of them 
/above ground and half below, a com- 
dination of courts, chambers, colon- 
naides, statues and pyramids, Witness 
the wondera of the magnificent temple 
of Karnak, which still awakens our ad- 
miration, a temple, as Denon says, 
whereln the Cathedral of Notre Dame 
in-Paris could be set Inside one of Its 
balls and yet not touch the walls. Wit- 
ness the aublime pyramids originally 
built in honor of the sup gol Ha and 
for use as astronomical observatotics, 
the splendora of Memphis, Thebes and 
Hellopolls, of the sphinx and the obe 
lisks, the statuary and the numerous 
temples with the ruins of which the 
land Is still Miled.—Exchange. 














CATCHING TURTLES. 


Methods Used by the Fin en of 
the Tropica. ¢ atime 

Turtles are always captured at night 
and usually on moonlight ones, This 
is {he time they go on the shore to lay 
thelr eggs. They select a smovth, 
sdndy beach, dg holes In the sand, de 
posit thelr eggs there and leave them 
to be hatched by the heat of the sand. 
When the turtles are on shore for thia 
purpose hunters comg upon them, apd 
they are casily overtaken, for turtles 
are slow movers._ The hunters bave 
not a very strenuouy undertaking. All 
that Is necessary to be done fs to tura 
the turtles on thelr backs and leave 
them until the next day, when they are 
remored, 

Another more’curious way of catch- 
ing turtles is by Ashing by the remora, 
a fish found fn tho tropical waters. The 
popular name of this fish and the ove 
by which the children of those coun- 





tries cull them Is the sucking Osh. This’ 


naine is given to them on account of a 
disk on their heads, by which they can 
attach themselves to any smooth sur- 
face, like the alde of a shark, a ship 
or the shell of a turtle.- This disk is 
tke the soft leather “suckers” that are 
popular with schoolboys, When this 
fish has once attached bimself to any- 
thing you can pull him to pleces rather 
than force bim to release his hokl.~ 

Turtle hunters go in boats and carry 
several of these remoras [u tubs, When 
they see a turtle and get near bim the 
sucker is sent after him. He is beld 
by the ring on bis tall, which fn tura 
fs nttached by a stout cord. Soon the 
fish is recurely fastened to the shell 
of the turtle, and turtle and Osh are 
hauled Into the beet together. Once in 
the alr the remora looseus bis hold and 
ia dropped back intb the tub to rest 
untill another turtle Is sighted.

And many are the teatimon- 
lea as to the simple sincerity of the 
Indians who have adopted the faith once 
delivered to the saints, ¢ 

It is satisfactory to note that the 
Indlan population 1s slowly tncress- 
Ing. The gain is small and fluctuates 
from year to“year, but reviewing the 
vital statistics of a decatie we find a 
gain of ten per cent. a ‘gratifying re- 
sult jn comparison with the reverse 
tendency In tha United States. Au- 
thorities have clatmed that the high 
death rate among Indians generally 
in caussd by the prevalence of tubcr- 
culosis and scrofuia. At present Can- 
ada‘’s Indizns are vislted by doctors, 
whoxo duty St ts to report on thelr cone 
dition, ant tsolate sufferers from dis- 
eases likely to Infurlousty affect the 
refarrying ts aeld 
partlyercsponsiblo for the Indian's n2- 
lorious lack of resisting power In the 
matter of disease, On the whole, howe 
over, his health Is much-beiter than a 
fow yeara ago, when the medicine man 
held, full away, and. the Jaw of the sur- 
vival of, the fittest was- permitted to 
‘operate, unchecked. : 

Aa stated before, the Indians earned 
more than $4,500,000 in the year 1905, 
and to do so entered divers employ. 
ments, In British Columb!a the staple | On 
Indian trade is In the canning fac. 
In Alberta and Saskatchewan 
they are ranching In Considerable num- 
bera, Farther north hunting and trap- 
ping are the Indian’s business, while 
in Manitoba many of them-are farm- 
owners. In tho eastern provinces Jum- 
bering, farming and the ‘manufacture 
of Indian wares are the chief indys- 
tries. On the Great Lakes they are 
fishermen, so St is plajn that the Indian 
Is not lacking In versatility. The money 
thus earned {s often spent In improy- 
ing,and oven ndorning the homes of the 
Indians, and In the purchase of super- 
In fact, they seem to be 
just as capable of spending the $4,500,- 
000 prudently az of earning {t.  . 

The Indlan schools acattered all over 
the Domfnion are exerting a good in- 
fluence in many ways. Of these schools 
there are 303 altogether, 47 belng un- 
denominational, 104° Roman Catholics, 
86 Anglican, €9 Methodist, 16 Prosby- 
terlan and 1 Salvation Army, 
{han 10,000 pupils attended last year, a

> With regard‘to the Public © school 
furricuium, the Minister refers to the 
agitation rolng on between’ those in 
favor of the wider course of study now 
in use and. those in favor of cutting out 
everything but the so-called, essential 
subjects. Regarding this matter the 
Minister declares. the “via media” to 
be the safer way and the one most 
surely to lead to the desired goal, His 
views -upon technical _ education are 
given in the following words: 

“The Introduction . of manual in- 
struction {nto the schools 
2B few years ago wis due to 
osity and far-sightedness of 
Mam, .Macdonald, who -haa 
such deep Interest in all that 
the intellectual development of Cans- 
dians.. Since then considerable pro- 
gress has been made, and I am pleased 
to’ know that many. school doards 
throughout Ontario are manifesting a 
desire to know more about this work, 
and that its:introduction in several 
centres_is being seriously considered.” 

Defects of Rural Schools. 

Conditions in the rural schools are 
particularly unsatisfactory. 

“Irregular and sma}! attendance, in- 
suMicient equipment, Inadequate in- 
spection, the preponderance of the low- 
est grade of Yeachers, a curriculum not 
hitherto happily adjusted. and lack of 
provision for advanced instruction, all 
combine to make these schools as a 
ciass, far interior to Mose in Urean 
centres, 

A well:settled Ontario township of 
average size will: have from twelve to 

ghteen schoo! sections, each 
with Sts small school, its teacher and 
its school’ equipment. A neighboring 
village will have as large a school pop- 
ulation with but half the number of 
teachers, and speaking generally the 
work of the urban school is superior to: 
that’of the rial schools. In the town- 
ship schools twelve to eighteen separ- 
@te buildings are to be erected and 
maintained, while in the village school 
there Js usually*dne.

The remains must, of course, be bor. 
fed at Westminster, and the funeral 
cortege started in that direction.

| - SELECTING POULTRY. 


Hew te Pick a Tende? Yew! When 
Buying Fer the Table. 

A well rounded form and neat, com- 
pact legs and no sharp, bony anzics 
on the breast are the distinguishing 
marks in selecting poultry for the ta- 
ble? according to the United States ag- 
gricultural department’s bulletin on 
this topic. : 

“The skin.” continues the bulletin, 
“should be a clear color (yellow being 
preferred In the American market) and 
free from blotches and pin feathers; if 
it looks tight and drawvn the bird has 
Probably been scalded before picking. 
The fiesh .phould give neither flabby 
ner stiff, but should give crenly ‘and 
gently when pressed by the finger. 

“One of the ways of test- 
ing the age of dressed poultry is to 
tnuke the end of the breastbone far- 
thest from the head between thumb 
and finger and attempt to bend if to 
one side. In a very young bird—say 
a broiler chicken or a green goose—it 
will be easily bent, ike the ¢eartilage 
in the human ear; in a bird a year or 
80 old ft will be brittle and in an old 
bird tough and hard to bend or break. 
Unfortunately, tricky dealers some- 
times break the end of the breastbone 
before exhibiting the bird and th’ 
der the test worthless.” 

It may be well to look solely to the 
feet, for the department says: “If the 
fect are left on the carcass they fur- 
nish a test of age. In a young bird 
they are soft and smooth, becoming’ 
hard and rough as the bird grows old- 
er, The claws are short and sharp in 
a young bird, becoming longer and 
Dlunter with age and use.”* 

Turkeys up to a year old are sald to 
have black feet, which grow pink up to 
three years old and then turn gradually 
gray and grow dull. In a fresh bird 
the feet feel moist, soft and limber. If 
dressed with the bead on the eyes Jook 
Drightyand full. As it becomes stale 
the eyes shrink and the feet dry and 
harden when too stale—t,e., when de- 
composition is well und iy the body 
turns dark and greenish. :

Sweden Gives History of Metric 
«8ystem Adoption There, X e 


Strong. testimony to the case with 
‘which the change from the old system 
of weights and measures to the metric 
system was made in Sweden and Nor- 
way a quarter of a century ago ,was 
given recently by, Major. Thomas B. 
Fergusom who served with distinction 
as the American Minister to. Sweden’ 
and Norway from 1893 to 1898, When 
asked about the’ reform which those 
countries worked in their standards. of 
weights and measures Major Ferguson 
pointed to a large scale which stood 
upon his desk =. y 

Two Markings on Scsies. 

“You will “ said he, “that 
thid acale is in two ways. The 
metric units are indicated on one side 
of the Ilne and the olf Swedish pounds 
and thelr divisions on the other. The 
hand of the scale, when {t Is in use, 
shows at a’ glancé the weight of the 
article placed upon it, not only“In the 
ol4 Swedish pounds but In the metric 
kilograms and thelr decimal division. 
In order to facilitate:the change from 
the old system to the new tho Swedish 
Government marked the metric equiva- 
Jenta on any scale sent to it by any citi- 
zen, At first the merchant or housewifs 
would weigh articles by the old stand- 
ards, but would note the metric equiva- 
Tent unt) they were as familiar with 
the one as with the other. ° 

“The period of transigion in Norway 
occupied about threo years. During the 
firat year or two the persons using the 
old weights’ had them corrected by the 
Government, so that tho ‘skaa!pund,’ 
which {fs about one Engilsh pound, was 
increased to one-half kilogram. ‘The old 
ateel yards were changed to make the 
marks of welght on the beam equal to 
one half kilogram for each old pound. 
The bushel measure for'corn was ad- 
Justed so that one hundred and forty 
ilters made & bushel, and seventy liters 
made a half bushel. I obtained in 1896 
a@ report fiom the Norwegian officer of 
assay and control on the results of the 
change In Norway. This report enys 
in part: 

“"The change from the bid system of 
weights and measures to the metric 
syatem did not cause any trouble of 
serious Importance. Knowledge of the 
metric system was imparted dy Instruc- 
tion In the schools, by publishing prac- 
tical models and by means of popular 
notes in the calendar, Tho law for the 
introduction of the metric system into 
Norway was tasued on May 22, 1875. 
From July 1, 1879, this xystom was ac- 
tually introduced for public trade and 
commerce. From this dato Its employ- 
ment by the customs office and for cal- 
culating every kind of public feex bee 
come obligatory. 

Atl Done tn: Three Years. 

“From July 3, 1882, the metric law 
was fully enforced. Consequently, from 
that date the uso of the new system 
has been obilgatory in Norway for th; 
Purchase and sale of wares and ¢ 
payment of fees and all other trane- 
actions. The period of transition trom 
the old syste:n to the new one com- 
Prised three years. After this all cor- 
rections of measures were forbidden, 
(I: should be observed that even before 
the metric law of 1875-waa passed the 
weight in grams lad been used as an 
apothecary welght in Norway from 
July, 1873, having been introduced: by 
tho law of May 3, 1871} 

“It is beyond doubt that in Norway 
the metric system has proved to be 
Pracgical and cary, useful and well 
adapted for every kind of trade, and 
certainly nobody in the country would 
wish to return to the old and compll- 
vated system. Whether tho introduc. 
tion of the metric system In Norway 
has had any direct influence on the 
commerce is a question which may be 
rather hard to solve, except that nat- 
urally the use of the syntem has facill- 
tated the Intercourse with other cour.- 
trien which are uaing it'" * 

Major Ferguson was asked what had 
Deen the results of the change in Bwe- 
den. He replied? 

“Also in 1336 I obtained fram the For- 
eign Office In Sweden a feport from the 
a2szay and control office. I have mode 
these extracts from that report: ° 

“Tae metric bas been used excle- 
sively at the custom house and pest- 
amlices and for the railway traMo ef the 
kingdom since the beginning of 1883. 
The surveyors, however, were required 
to state ‘he size of the plota in the uld 
measure In their representation of thelr 
surveys. The proclamation of the 
Board of Assay containing the detall- 
ed regulations regarding the imple- 
ments for weighing and measuring was 
published Nov, 13, 1579, and was fol- 
lowed by a royal proclamation concern. 
ing f on Feb, 27, 80. 

“*As guldes for the change Into the 
metric system of measures many pri- 
vato publications were issued and a 
variety of scales and schedules for the 
@ew measure. The net incasuren and 
Welghta Wore not universally used un- 
til the period of transition wax com- 
pleted. After that the only awfut 
standards were the metric scaler. No 
trouble of Immortance was observed in 
the transitlon, although prices were 
naturally fixed im many places, espec- 
dally in the distant provinces, accord- 
Ing to the old measures: but tho new 
measures were used exclusively in de- 
lvering the goods. 

“Practically, the metric system has 
Proved ratisfactory. The only additions 
to Jt after 1879 were the introduction 
of.a measure of capacily of ope and 
one-half pectollters for measuring dry 
wares and the denomination ton for ono 
thousand kilos and deciton for @ tenth 
Part of a ton or one hundred kilos. For 
the requirements of the postofMfice spe. 
clal welghts of 15 and 125 grame were 
used. Severni- retailers expressed a 
wish for a special name of half a kilo, 
which would correspond nearly to the 
old pound, but no wish was ever ex- 
pressed for the re-establishment of the 
old system.’ 

“Count Douglas, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, in transmiting this report, 
wrote me: ‘With regard to your ques- 
tlon (as to the effect of the metric 
syatem upon commorce), it might be 
mentioned, in addition to the Swedish 
memorial, that, according to the opin- 
fon of experts, the adoption of the met- 
tie system has proved profitable to the 
commerce of Sweden, as far as can be 
Judged.”

Two Agricultural Bills Introduced by 
Hon. Mr. Montelth — Horticultural 
. Societies . Separated From: Connec- 
tion With These on Agriculture— 
Change of Interest to Cantdicn, 
Horsemen—Temiskaming Rights. 


Toronto, March 31-—During a” busy 
session of the Legislatire yesterday a 
scqre or more bills passed the second 
reading and'committee stage.’ Several 
Government bills were read a first time . 
Hon.' Mr, Foy Introduced a bill re 
corporations, Under the 614 
mining law there were two exceptions, 
which have been abolished. 
companies were permitted to fsaue 
shares at a discount, and some times’ 
these sold as low as Sc and 10c. It 
was also provided under the old act 
that the party buying mining shares 
assumed no Uabliity beyond the first 
payment. Mining companics will not 
be on the same basis as other joint 
stock companies. During the last ten 
“days the Government has refused to 
wrant charters to mining companies. 
The new law will not be retroactive. 
Agricultural Bille, 
. Hon. Nelson Monteith {ntroduced two 
Dilya one respecting horticultural s0- 
cleties and one respecting agricultural 
associations. The main feature of the 
act respecting horticultural societies is 
Ahat {t takes all such associations out 
of relationship to the agricultural so- 
jeletics and puts them In thelr own 
class. It provides for their Independent 
Organization In towns, cities, and ine 
Corporated villages, and, instead of 
sharing with the township tn the partl- 
eipation of the grant, $8,000 in set aside 
subject to division among the horticul- 
tural socleties of the Pprovinee, 

The bill respecting agricultural asso- 
eiations provides’ for the continuance 
of all tho organizations in the former 
act with the addition of the new asso- 
Clation formed last year, the Ontario 
Vegetable Growers’ Association. A des 
cided change, however, 
in connection with the 
Ureeders' Association. The name of 
thla association Is changed to that of 
the Canadian Horsemen's Association. 
The new act provides that each asso- 
clation shall make {ts own constitution 
subject to the Approval of the Minls- 
ter, and that {t shall have bylaws pro- 
viding for the number of directors, their 
representation, and thelr mode of se-
